An Attack on the Labor 
Movement 

The logical inference from this 
rewolution i-i that the labor move- 
ment should be un integral part 
of the war preparedness drive 
anil It is intimated that the arm- 
ing of .America is a part of the 
fight for a better standard of living 
for labor U-cause international bank- 
vTA arc creating vast international 
industrial cartels employing cheap 
labor and that their plan is to get 
.America into an int«Tnatiofial capi- 
talistic combine and cheapen labor in 
America. 

The purpojie behin«l thi* is quite 
dear. It is to harness labor to the 
war program of the capitalist-im- 
perialist interests and |heir tiMtIs in 
the war department. It raises a new 
duclrint: the ul'.aitimenl of UtM>r 
itandurds thri'Ugh an alliance l>e- 
tween American capital and labor on 
a program of war preparedne>-'» and 
ti«tK>ni«li-<m. It raises new straw men 
for lalH»r to fight— -a mysterious 
group of international Kank'-rs, in- 
ternatii'nul cartel.* emp'oying cheap 
laf">r. th«« menace of an interna- 
tional capitalii'tic combii e, any kind 
uf league of ivatiuiu or worUl 
court, any kind of amity, accoril 
or f «»<«p«'ration between nations. 



any kind of peace movement. It 
seeks to. raise an impassible barrier 
between labor and all peace move- 
ments and block all roads to inter- 
national understanding and friend- 
ship by making the word "interna- 
tional" poison to labor. 

Labor'a Real Position 

Unquestionably such Hubtlc, anti- 
labor purpo.-es could not have origin- 
ated inside the labor movement. The 
resf.'lution consciously or unconscious- 
ly is against the labor movement, 
^very prejudicial statement inciting 
the American workers to fear and 
hatred of the workers of other coun- 
tric.-i and arraying them in alliance 
with American capitalism afTuinst the 
workers of other countries is a ba.se 
and treacherous blow against the la- 
b«r niovenu'nt. 

The basi-( upon which world labor 
now re->ls IS the theory that inter- 
national unity alun^ can save the 
worki'rs. That national isolation ami 
war have ami always will destroy 
the labor movement and enslave la- 
bor. That the only safe way to at- 
tain and preserve the highest stan- 
dards of living for the workers is to 
cooperate internationally to organ- 
ize the workers in each country and 
rai-ie the standard of living to the 
highest |H»int possible in each conn- 
try. Capital has Ix-come interna- 
tional. It cun transfer its enter-, 
prises to the co.untries where labor is 
cheajK-'t. Th.'' only way that this 
situation can bi* met is an interna- 
tional organization of labor. The only 
safety f'jr hilxtr is lat>or orguniiation 
in every '-ountry. It is strange that 
Illinois labor ■'hould be inftuenied so 
easdy by it,* deadly enemies and 
shoubl forget this well e^stablished 
lnb<ir principle. 



Slan<lera Peace Morement 

Tho sUtements about tfce peace 
movements of America are old and 
stale militaristic lies. The insinua- 
tion."! that the peace movements arc' 
all subsidized by international bank- 
ers has been made hundreds of times 
in the present militaristic drive and 
are boih ridiculous and false. The in- 
ference is that the peace advocates 
have no arguments and that the 
movement is aruficial and no one 
would advocate peace unless he were 
paid for it. We wonder how much 
Christ was paid for advocating peace. 
We vw>nder how much his true fol- 
lowers were paid before there were 
any international bankers. We w<»ndcr 
how much the peace movemenl.s of 
Karo|)e are being paid, and we wonder 
who are paying them. We wunder 
how much the labor movement is 
paid for its consistent advocacy of 
jK'ace. And thinking about all these 
world-wide m<»vements for peace, we 
wonder how it happens that Ameri- 
can peacemaj<ers alone should be 
paid. In the East .St. Louis resolu- 
tion the Illinois Federation of Labor 
has made serious charges against 
powerful, wiilely supported mo\e- 
luer/.s led in the main by men and 
women of character.

It has not 
supported <»ne of these charges bv a 
fai t t.r proof. It is duty and honor 
bound to furni.-.h the pioyf that these 
organizations are taking money from 
irileriiationul bankers for the pun.io.^e 
of delivering America into an inter- 
nati(/nal combine, or apoligize. If it 
does neither it is guilty of slander- 
ing itM friemis without cause or

Ho is pro<lucing one-third 
more becau>« of labor-saving ma- 
chinery. 

"At the same time, according to 
Secretary Hoover, the earning* of '2Ti 
per cent of the largest corporations 
in< reH.He<l 70 per cent. In .Augu-t. 
Roger Rabson. tht* business statis- 
♦ician, declared that in six years the 
average price of the stock of 20 of 
the largest corporations increased 
from J6I to $177.

indefinite amount of gratuity or tip 
exftctctl or in(iuce<l from the passen- 
ger by defendant through pressure of 
a <ustom built up and officially con- 
firmed by the defendant." 
Tip Practice Adopted in 1867 

The petition sets out that the com- 
f«any is mpiired by the act to file 
with the I. C. <'. schedules showing 
the ♦•ntire end total rates, fares and 
rhnrges for accommo<Iiition for serv- 
ices, "but that said schedules do not 
.show the gr.-ituity or tips extracted 
from p.is'^engers." 

It is further stated that in 1S«7 the 
company adopted a policy of hiring 
only negroes .ns porters and of pay- 
ing them one-half to two-thirds of the 
amount necessary to enable them to 
reni.tin in the service, thus e><tablish- 
ing the gratuity or tip system which 
has since been maintained. 

"The custom of tipping on the part 
of pu-^sengers has btfn highly profit- 
able to the company." says the peti- 
tion. "It has thereby been enabled to 
.«»hift to pa.'i.-engers tho burden of 
paying froni one-third to one-half the 
wages necessary for ixirters to re- 
main in the employ of the company." 

The average amount paid in tips to 
each porter is J'ti; ^M»r month, an ag- 
gregate of appro.<iinately $7,000.00(1 
annually, according to the petition, 
ami "the total sum thus extracted of 
pas.-iongers under compulsion and 
pre.H.sure applied by tho defendant, 
and either added to its surplus or 
paid out in dividend.s, cannot be less 
than $150,000,000." 

War Patriots Urge 
The Deportation of 
Naturalized Citizens 

Deportation not only of aliens, but 
of naturalized citizens convicted of 
seditious acts is urged by the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars, an association c? 
American cx-.scrvice men. 

In a statement issued from its na- 
tional encampment, now being held 
at Providence, Rhcxle Island, the or- 
ganization announces that it has 
pas.4od a resolution "urging the de- 
portation of all aliens convicted of 
seditious acts, and also urging that 
naturalized citizens who are convic- 
ted of such offenses be deprivr<l of 
their citizenship and deported." 

The resolution calls upon Congress 
to enact suitable legislation to carry 
out the ass<H'iutioa'8 recommendation.

NEW YORK— Thirty-eight ex- 
ecutive heads of .<ome of the largest 
corporations in the United States 
contribute their views to a survey 
of the problems, of distribution is- 
sued this week by the Farmers' Lc-an 
& Trust Co. 

Viewing distribuii<'n as one of the 
most important economic problems 
before the American people. Jam "s 
H. Perkins, president of tha trust 
company, in an introduction, saysj 
Production Passes Consumption. 

"Mechanical wizardy in practic.tl- 
ly every field of manufacture has 
resulted in a prixluclion which has 
gained upon ami p.i.-sed consumption. 

"This ovor-pnxluction, both in ag- 
riculture and ir'lustry. has brought 
in its train the pressing necessity 
for broader markets. People must 
buy who never bought before, or 
increase their buying, and to accom- 
plish this, ohi methods of distribu- 
tion have been relegated to the scran 
heap and new methods have tak»-n 
their place." 

Edsel Ford makes the significant 
comment that "while there ia a 
great productive capacity in this 
country, and consuming demand al- 
most equal to it. there has been very 
little profit in the transactioms. 

Competition has been very keen, 
resulting in the pounding down in 
prices of most commo<lities. Xh""«* 
are onlv two' wayi out of it as I 
see it. "and that is, the survival of 
the fittest and the best producer win- 
ning out; and additional consumption 
on the part of the people, which docs 
not come rapidly." 

Chain Store Inroada 

On the subject of retail distribution 
Frank S. Cunningham, president of 
Butler Bros., says: 

"The sM-veral new factors in the 
.scheme of distribution reached their 
clima.\' at one time following the end 
of the war poriisl. and their united 
impact found one-stoCe merchants 
and the jobbers who .serve them' un- 
prepared. . 
- "As a con-sequenco the chain, de- 
partment and retail mail order stores 
in recent vears have taken away a 
considerable share of the business 
heretofore handled through the reg- 
ular jobbi'r-retuiler route." 

ficntion of Iwth law and administra- 
tion governing the internal revenue 
system, revisiim of provisions of the 
statute affecting the income acruing 
from installment selling, and the es- 
tablishment and maintenance of a rea- 
Minable balance between federal rev- 
enue and expenditures.

The Hough order would peonizc 
aliens and would terrorize those who 
dare, to strike by threatening to sepa- 
rate them from their families. 

The coal owners who secured this 
injunction only recently rejected a 
plea by the governor of Ohio that 
both sides meet to settle differences 
by conciliation. 

The first rule in equity proceed- 
ings is that the plaintiff shall come 
into court with clean hands. The coal 
owner* are permitted to ignore this 
age-long custom. 

When a striker appears before an 
injunction jud^e. property rights it 
the aole consideration. The striker 
has no legal or moral right that the 
court ia bound to respect. 

If a Jud)ce applied such procedure 
against a person when no strike ex- 
istN be would be laughed off the

One of the m<»st important rc»f.ults 
that have flowed from the govern- 
ment .ownership and operation of the 
Carutdian National Railway* is the 
inauguration of a plan of industrial 
self-government, or industrial democ- 
racy, by the workers on the system. 
Under the plan the workers in co- 
operation with the management enjoy 
a dcfrree of self-government, perhaps 
never before enjoyed by so Iari;o-a 
group of workers on the North Amer- 
ican continent. A shop on this pub- 
licly owned and operated railwuy sys- 
tem is largely a self-Roverning unit. 
In this Aujrust report, R. J. Tallon, 
president. Division No. 4, Railway 
Employes' Department, A. F. of L., 
explains the success of this system. 
The Appeal reproduces below part of 
this report.

Decadence of Agriculture 

. The decadence of old-style agricul- 
ture is a fact too obviou.s to be over- 
looked except by th >s'» who are un- 
willing to sec it. The agricultural 
l>opulation is declining in relative 
numbeis. The ajrriculturists' income, 
relative to the agf^regate income of 
the whole people, is diminishinir still 
more rapidly. The number of farm 
tenants, as compared with farm own- 
ers, is increasing, and rent is absorb- 
ing an ever larger share of th» ten- 
ants* income. The percentage of 
mortjfajfed farms is increasing, farm 
indebtedness is growing moro rapidly 
than farm values, and interest is abi- 
sorbinjc an ever lari^er share of the 
Income even of those farmers who 
still own the Isnd they till. All these 
processes have- been going on, with 
only slight and temporary interrup- 
tion, for half a century. 

No doubt this decadence has been 
hastened by the protective tariff pol-
